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From the Paris Gazette, dated June 11, 
Madrid, May 24. 


ON Antonio del Valle, who commands 
in the City of Valencia, has caus'd the 
Inhabitants to be difarm’d, at which 
they were extremely difturb’d at firft, 
but he pacified them by letting them 

yderftand it was for their own Security, and that 
they might hope for his Majefty’s Clemency, if they 
render'd themfelves worthy of it. Such a Number 
of Arms are collected there as will ferve for 6000 
Men. Three large Barks laden with Prcvifions, 
which pur out of the Port to endeavour to gain 
the Coaft of Catalonia, being forc’d back by con- 
uaty Wind were fiez’d, and in them were found 
4000 Fufils, Cloaths, Shirts, Stockings, Shooes for 
4or 5000 Men, and 2000 Meafures of Corn ; all 
defign'd for the Enemy’s Army. A general Amnefty 


is publifh’d for all Places that fhall voluntarily return * 


to their obedience, and a great Number have al- 
ready fubmitted. The Marquis de Bay is at Mora- 
leja on the Frontier of Portugal, with 3000 Foor, 
2000 Horfe of regular Forces, and 6 Pieces of Can- 
non. The Duke d’Offuna is drawing together ano- 
ther Body ar Puebla de Guzman, where he waits 
for Artillery ; and befides the regular Troops, above 
3000 Volunteers of Andaloufia have joyn’d him. 
The King has given Order for a folemn Service to 
be perform’d in the Church of the Imperial College, 
for thofe that fell in the Battle of Almanfa, and has 
caus'd a confiderable Sum to be diftributed to the 
Churches and Communities, to have 5cooo Maffes 
forthem. The Enemy ere return’d into Cata- 
lonia by the Bridge of Tortofa, and ’tis judg’d they 
have brought back thither about 4000 Horfe : Their 
Foot which were above 20000 Men before the Bat- 
tle of Almanfa, is fo deftroy’d, thar none remain 
but what threw themfelves into divers fmall Places 
of the Kingdom of Valencia, of which fome are‘al- 
eady taken, and the reft do not appear to be in a 
Condition to make Refiftance. 
From the Camp at Figuieres in Catalonia, May 26. 
The Duke de Noailles having drawn together the 
toops that were in Rowfiillon, refolv’d not to let 
them lye ufelefs, but to enter Catalonia, and fubfift 
tiem at the Enemy’s Expence, and make a Diver- 
fon of their Forces. So the 16th Inftant he pafs'd 
the Mountains and encamp’d at Jonquiere. The 
it he came to this Camp, where he is to ftay 
ome time, waiting till the Armies of the Duke of 
‘leans and of the Marfhal Berwick have entred 
Catalonia. "Twas expected the Mountaineers would 
‘ave harafs’d him in his March, buc’tis fince known 
they refus'd to ebey the Order the Archduke fent 
then to take Arms. The People of this Country 
“te under a grear Confternation, fince they heard of 


the Defeat of the Allies at Almanfa, and the ill Srate 
of Affairs of the Kirgdom of Valencia: They ap- 
pear likewife much difpirited to fee themfzlves ex- 

pos'd fucceifively to the Hoftilities of both Parties. 
From the Amft. Cour. & Leid. Gaz. of June 14 & 16. 
Paris, Jane 10, We have Advice that the Duke 
de Noailles continued encamp’d at Figuieres the 29th 
of aft Month. Letters from Perpignan of the 28th 
tell us, that the Day before, a Convoy of 3000 
Mules loaded with Ammunition and Provifions fer 
out from thence for the Duke de Noailles’s Army ; 
and that 6 Regiments of Militia were likewife fenr 
to him, to be employ’d in guarding the Paffages ; 
which done, he would march to lay Siege to Gi- 
ronne. The Advices from Bayone of the 3d Inftant, 
fay the Duke of Orleans had caus’d the Inhabitants 
of Saragoffa, and the Peafants who in great Num- 
ber had retir'd into that City, to be difarm’d ; that 
the Peafants fhew’d great Reluctance to part with 
their Arms, whereupou the Duke of Orleans pub- 
lifh’d a Placard, declaring that whoever fhould con- 
ceal their Arms, fhould upon Difcovery be bang’d 
without Form of Procefs; and that his Royal 
Highnefs had not enter’d the City, bur waited for 
Orders from the Court of Madrid in what Manner 
to proceed againft the reduc’d Rebels. They write 
from Pampelona the 28ch paft, that M. de Geofre- 
ville had joyn’d the Duke of Orleans with 3000 
Horfe, having firft reduc’d the Town of Calarajud, 
and fore’d 13000 Piftoles from the Inhabitants for 
Contributions, our of which Sum he gave thofe 
Horfe 3 Months Pay: That his Royal Highnefs 
would march the 3oth to befiege Lerida in Cata- 
lonia, and would only block up Monfon: And that 
moft of the Diftricts of Arragon following the Ex- 
ample of Saragoffa,-had fent Deputies to him to 

make their Submiffion. 

From the Antw. Cour. and Lied. Gaz. dated June 14. 
Madrid, May 25. The Duke of Berwick has 
offefs’d himfelf &f the Towns of Caftellon de Ja 
lana and San Mattheo, and was to march the 20rk 
Inftant towards Tortofa. By Order from the King, 
the Inhabitants of all the Places of the Kingdom 
of Valencia that voluntarily declar'd for King 
Charles, are difarm’d, and compell’d to Pay great 
Sums of Money: The Inhabitants of the City of 
Valencia are tax'd at 40000 Piftoles, their Walls 
and Fortifications are demolifh’d, and a Citadel is 
to be buile there. The King has refolv’d to alter 
the Form of the Government of the Kingdoms of 
Arragon and Valencia, and nominated Perfons to 
remove the old Officers and Magiftrates and efta- 
blith new purfuant to fuch Alteration. A Courier 
from the Duke d’Offuna has brought Advice, that 
he has made himfelf Mafter of the Portuguefe 
Towns of Moura and Serpa, and waited orly for 
his Artillery and Pontons to pafs the Guadiana, 
’Tis advis'd from Cadix, that an Advice-Boat (men- 
tion’d in one of our former) bound thither 
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Wef-Indies, being chas'd 2 Days together by 4 of 
the Enemy’s Men of War, was at laft oblig’d to 
avoid being taken, to run afhore berween Conil and 
Tarifa: Whece her Crew cook out the Gold and 
Silver fhe had on board, cogether with the Letters, 
and abandon'd her. Several Letters. that came by 
her, have been fent hither ; they are dated the ift 
of March, and advife, that 11 Galleons lay then in 
the Port of Cartagena, but no Time was fix'd for 
their putting to Sea. An Advice-Boat is fitting out 
at Cadix with all Expeditien, to be-fent to the Go- 
vernour of Cartagena in the Wedt-Indies, with the 
News of the Victory of Almanza, and Orders about 
the Galleons. . 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated June 18. 
Pars, June 13. Leeters from Madrid of the 31ft 
of laft Month advife, that on the Arrival of an Bx- 
prefs there with an Accouns of the Reducion of 
Saragoffa, King Philip caus'd Te Dew vo be fung 
in the Chappel of the Palace, and ac Night there 
were Bonjires and. publick Kcjaycing. Thefe Let- 
ters tell us likewife that che 21ft of May the Duke 
of Berwick march’d from San Matcheo cowards Tri- 
gitera ; thar ic was faid chat infteaa of going to 
Tortofa, he would take his Way by Mage'la snd 
Cafpe into Arragon, to joyn the Duke of Orleans ; 
that Xativa and Alcira in Valencia continued to 
make a vigorous Defence; that the Englith and 
Durch Fleet (formerly faid to. be come into the 
Streights) having landed fome Men at Denia, pro- 
ceeded to the Mouth of the Ebro, and the 22d paft 
fet Men afhore there to reinforce the Troops undec 
my LordGalway ; and that the Duke of Offuna ad- 
vancing from the County of Niebla to the Frontiers 
of Portugal, arrcemprted to furprize Serps, burt was 
fore’d to retire, finding the Garrifon, who had in- 
telligence of his Approach, on their Guard.
